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Continuation of 2. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argued in substance: The Grey 
reference (US Patent 6,401 ,220) fails to show any association of the algorithm to an active data type or a particular variable or value of th 
active data type. 

Examiner does not agree because Grey disclosed step types to "define common properties (data) and / or operations associated..." (col. 
4, lines 54-55). "Instances of the step type incorporate this common functionality and/or properties..." (col. 4, lines 59-60). An instance o 
a step type has the same features as Applicant's defined "active data type", meaning when an attempt is made to access a value 
(associated with an instance of a step type) an algorithm is automatically executed, as in "executing the pre-step functionality; executing a 
code module referenced... and executing the post-step functionality... (col. 6, lines 1-5). Examiner maintains the rejections of claims 1-20. 
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
